Many Lacals ara having trauble with Araour Trucking 
Ceapany throughout tha states of Illinois, Ohio, Michigan, 
and athar placaa. 

lnveatlgatIon reveals that workera, owner-operators, 
ara not aaabers of Teamster Union's. They are complying 
with no provisions of tha Over-the-Road Agreement, further, 
these workers ars not protected by Pension, Health and Welfare, 
or separate chocks for Social Security and many other Fringe 
Benefits. Also, this group Is operating In our cities where 
conditions do not warrant them making truck deliveries, further, 
they ara gypeylng return goods through other Carriers and 
moon-llghtlng freight. 

This Is a deplorable condition and will break down general 
conditions throughout territories Involved, and Central States 
Area, If we do not straighten out this Firm. 

1 was talking with Brother Parker, Omaha, and he says he 
needs our help on this matter. 

1 haven't talked with Mr. Clark, General Traffic Manager, 

In Chicago, but 1 understand that you have negotiated with him 
on prlar Contracts. 1 would appreciate It very much If you 
cauld asslat myself and athar Lacals Involved te straighten this 
aiattar out.

Further ragardlng our letter of Maroh 4, 1958, to Mr. Hudson, copy 
of whloh was sent to you, with reference to the ohanges In working 
conditions agreed to In the recent negotiations ooverlng the 
Armour Country Truoklng Agreements. 

fou will recall that we have had a speolal problem for some years 
In connection with our seven drivers at Nashville, listed under 
the Southern Conference Agreement, due to the faot that thase 
drivers ware transferrad down there from the Central States group 
some years ago, and have bean receiving a rate In ezoesa of the 
regular Southern Conference rate. If you will refer to letter 
agreement signed by you and the writer on February 6, 1956, you 
will note that wa gave these drivers an additional 3F per hour 
effective February 1, 1956, and an additional 3# per hour effec¬ 
tive February 1, 1957* As of January 31, 1958. the Nashville rate 
was $2,313 per hour, oompared with Central States rate of $2.38, 
and Southern Conference rate of $2.12. 

Therefore In applying the Southern Conference wsge lnoraasa to the 
Nashville drivers, they will reoelve 1 2f per hour effective 
February 1, 19581 i*f per hour effective February 1. 19591 and 
8.7# per hour effective February 1. I960. This will make the 
Nashville rate the sane as our Central States rate effective 
February 1, I960. 

Will you plaaae confirm the above understanding by signing and 
raturnlng to the writer one oopy of this letter.
